A MAN IT IS- 


TEXDEIJ TO fcEXD TO JAIL. 
An.ong tho amu-nng incidents of a long 


profc.ssioufil life, I recall ho-.v my firtt client 


as cleared. 
I was "culled to the bar" 
(as the phrd.se 


used to bo, more than forty years since,) in 
oii>j of tlio interior counties of western New 
York. 
Under the then judiciary system of 


that ;;!atc, tlio court of common pleas con- 
sisted of out; judge of (be degree of coun- 
sellor at, law, and u,fc\ia!ly three bide judges, 
not necessarily lawyers, but generally select- 
ed from the country justices of the peace, 
whore personal and political weight brought 
them on tho sunny side of the appointing 
power. - The wits at !hc bar used to term 
the court "tho haip of a thousand strirgs," 
or the court of a thousand judges, meaning 
the figure one with, three ciphers on the^ 
right hand; and this harp of n thousand 
strings used to play some strange tunes in 
the administration of justice.

bad !m extensive civil jurisdiction to try all 
criminal offences committed within the body 
of the country, except the high crimes of 
murder and rape, reserved for tho especial 
delectation of the oyorand lerminer. 


I had been employed to defend a seedy 


doctor, some tiling given to a drink stronger 
than tho colored water of tho druggists' 
show windows. His namo happened to be 
John Wilson, and mark what's in o name! 
He was charged with fraudulently disposing 
uf nls property with intent to defraud credi- 
,ors—a misdemeanor punishable by fine and 
mpriseminent. 
Wo had been through a 


thorough ex B mi nation of nil the facts before

Butthis 
is not more droll than tho"mis(nkes of two 
Michigan newspapers, ono of which • asserts 
that tho now senator was "Minister to 
France, where ho remained during the 
memorable Franco-Prussian war and upon 
his return to this country was elected lo Iho 
governorship of his state" ; aud tho others 
point out that this statement was tho result 
of ignorance, but at tho same limo makes 
tho equally absurd assertion that ho "was 
tho oldest consecutive member of Congress 
when Grant mado him Secretary of Stale on 
the death of William II. ScwanV There has 
been nothing equal to this since tho couf usiou 
of the London paper which described tho 
hanging of "Dr. Daniel Webster, the distin- 
guished lexicographer and statesman, for tho 
murder of Professor Parkman." 


These curious errors justify the statement 


of a few facts concerning the "Wasliburu 
family." Senator AVilliam B. Waahburu. is 
not a brother of the Maine members of the 
family, although wo beliovo that ho is dis- 
tantly related to them. Ho has always lived 
in Massachusetts, was graduated at Yale Col- 
lege, and was a member of tho Thirty eighth 
nnd tho Thirty ninth Congresses. Mr. Ilcnry 
D. Wa-shburn has been also erroneously 
classed with tho "Washburn brothers." Ho 
was bom in Vermont, removed to Indiana in 
early life, and was n member of tho Thirty 
ninth Congress. 


Tho "Washburn brothers" were natives of 


Maine, and, as the saying used to bo iu that 
state, "took to politics as naturally as ducks 
do to water." Three of them were in Con- 
gress at one time, namely: First. Elihu B., 
who represented the Galena, Illinois, dis- 
trict in the Thirty third, Thirty fourth, 
Thirty fifth, Thirty sixth, Thirty seventh, 
Thirty cigth and Iho Thirty ninth Cougrosse. 
Ho is the only member of tho family who 
uses tho final o in his name. Ho is now, 
and has been for several yearn minister to 
Franco. 
Second, Israel, who represented 


the Baucor, Maine, district, in tho Thirty 
second, Thirty fourth, Thirty 
fifth and 


Thirty sixth Congresses. Ho is now col- 
lector of tho port of Portland. Third, Cad- 
w.illador 0. , who represented the La Croese, 
Wisconsin, district in tho Thirty fourth, 
Thirty fifth, Thirty sixth and Fortieth Con. 
grcssos. An was elected governor of Wis- 
consin iu 1871, but was defeated for re- 
election last year, and is now living in re- 
tirement. Besides; these, thero wore three 
moro brothers who have been nior-3 or less 
known in public life, namely: 
William D. 


Washburn now of Minnesota (tho youngest 
brother, wo boliovo) who has hold some lo- 
cal t>ftlce,and expects lo be a member of Con- 
gress if Ignatius Donol ovor ceases to hate 
him; 
another, Charles A. Washburu, who at 


at ono timo was Iho cdilor of a political 
newspaper in California, and recently was 
our ininlBtur resident in Paraguay; and stilt 
another who ha.s been a prominent banker In 
Hnllowcli, Maine.

A Washington special snys prominent citi- 


zens of tho southwest, now in Washington, 
represent the suffering incident lo the floods 
in the 'Mississippi valley much greater oven 
than it has been represented by dispatches 
from New Orleans and other points. Of 82,- 
000,000 n'cics of alluvial hind, capable of 
being planted to cotton and sugar, only 
ftbout 150,000 acres nvo uow abovo water. 
Of this area, 1(1,000,000 acres in cotton land, 
but 
only about 
800,000 . acres 
would 


have been planted. From this, an average 
yield would have boon KOII,ono bnlcs. Should 
tho floods subside by Uio first of May, half 
a crop might bo raised on a part of these 
lands. Should Iho water remain till the 
first of June, no crop at all could bo pro- 
duced. Tho probabilities arc, that in any 
contingency not moro than ;!l)0,000 bales of 
cotton will bo produced this year on Iheao 
lands. Ciircful estimates fix tho amount of 
the mignr crop now destroyed at 10,000 
acres, and this will bo u toial loss, tho floods 
liming destroyed last year's sprouts, nj> woll 
As tho now cano. Tho uulTcnng of the peo- 
ple Will not end when tho water subsides, 
for many planters will bo in no pecuniary 
condition to go ou with their work.

WINTER AND SPRING WHEAT. 


It ia sUted, iu Ihc Agricultural Depart- 


ment Report, that the distinction between 
Winter and Spring wheat is ft difference in 
tUo tliiie ot sowing tthd not in variety, and 
that any Spring wheat can be changed into 
Winter, or Winter into Spring merely by 
gradually changing tho -time when either is 
«own. By gradually sowing Spring wheat 
earlier every season, iu ft few years it can be 
sown iii the Fall and becomo Winter wheiit. 
Or,- just beforo tho close of Winter, HOW 
Winter and let it germinate slightly, then let 
it freeze np till Spririg, anil next year it can 
be successfully sown in the Spriug. 
And as 


it is universally conceded that Winter is bet- 
tor than Spring wheat, it is a natural con- 
clusion that (be .sooner wheat can be safely 
sown iii tho Spring tho nearer will it attain 
to the quality of Winter wheat. The differ- 
once between red and white wheats is not iu 
variety, but is owing chiefly to tho variety 
of soil en which it is grown. 
It is said that 


tho hard wheats are all natives of warm cli- 
mates, such us Italy, Sicily 
and Barbery. 


The soft wheats nre from northern climates 
such as England, Kussin, Belgium, 
Don- 


mark and Sweden. There w however, one 
exception to this general rule, as tho cele- 
brated Polish wheat is hard, ftiid for this 
reason it has been claimed that it was not a 
native of Poland, but was introduced there 
from some milder climate. The Euglish 
climate is so humid that it is impossible to 
ripen any wheat hard, hut in many cases it 
requires artificial iicat to harden it beforo ii 
can bo ground into flour. 
Different soils 


und climates materially change tho nature 
an'd variety of wheat.

Jones of the Sparrowbush Stock Farm, Or- 
ange County, N. Y., writes as follows : 


Let uie add my short experience iu trying 


to improve a dairy by breeding belter stock.

la 1870 I made 74 pounds from each cow ;
